Breshnev's speech at the Polish party congress 
vas short on subaltance, but, as ds his wort dn recent 
months, bearish on the state of relations with the 

. West. Ag Was appropriate to the occasion, Brezhnev 
Spent over half of his 30 minutes talkins about the 
Steps taken toward closer economic and poulitical in- 

: tegration between Poland and tha USSR, und more gen- 
erally, the boneficence of the soclalist comnunity. 
In ds oncomium, Brezhnev referred to tle norms of 
"socialist internationalism"=-words this in Yugoslavia 
and Romania translate as Soviet hegemonism=-but he 
quickly followed with a sentence parta/ming to the 
independence and sovereignty of the stites that make 
up the soclalist community. 


CSCE was clearly on his mind, perhaps becouse 
Warsaw offered an appropriate venue for repeating a 
fow "truths" about the Helsinki agreements. ilis do- 
mand that no one aspect of the agreement be empha~ 
sized over another and his criticism of the West for 
its faflure to propagate the toxt sufficiently have 
‘sen said befora; so, too, has his referenca to 
"ideological penctration" by the Wait. 


Brezhnev made explicit referace to the follow- 
up CSCE session in Belgrade in 197" and spoke favor- 
ably of the possibility of organising European con- 
gresses on such problems as the eivironment and 
energy over the next two years. ‘his clearly was 
meant as a trial balloon, and more will probably 
be heard from Moscow. 


Brezhnev's speach, as is often the case, is 
as interesting for whut he chose not to say as for 
what he said. There was no rejoinder, implicit 
Or explicit, to criticism in the US regarding So- 
viet activities in Angola. He made no mention of 
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the socialist duty to support "libers tion novements, " 
nor did he refer to the i{mmutable continuation of 
ideological struggle. 


Brezhnev repeated the familiar formulation on 
the need to move ahead with detente despite the af- 
forts of Western crities. He did not, however, say 
anything explicitly about relations with 
about SALT, 
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Arbatov_ on US-Soviet Relations 


Georgy Arbatov, Moscow's tiost prominent academie 
authority on the US, last woek offered Ambassador 
Stoesse] his latest views on bilateral relations. He 
' predicted that Soviet datente polely would be reaf- 
firmed at the party conyLoess next Pebruary, but said 
that ¢ritieisns were being heard in the USSR and that 
: there have been "discussions" about detente within 
the Soviet leadership. 


Arbatov, director of the USA Institute, implied 
that Moscow was closely following the increased erit= 
icism of detente in the US, espeelally as that issue 
shiowod signs of becoming a center of debate in the US 
election campaigns. Other Soviet commentators are 
also speaking more frequently of the effect of the 
presidential campaign on US policy, particularly 
policy toward the USSR. 


Arbatov acknowludged that there is uncertainty 
about who would be the leaders in both the US and 
the USSR a year from now. tle was careful to point 
out, however, that Brezhnev was in “good shape" and 
would definitely be arouund for a while yot. He ad= 
vised that both sides ought to strive for as much 
bilateral proyress as possible under the present 
leadorships, succession uncertainties notwithstanding. 


He singled out SALT as one “central” issue on 
which he thought both sides could and should show 
flexibility “before it is too late." He seemed 
pleased about reports that Secretary Kissinger might 
soon return to Moscow in an effort to break the 
stalemate. 


Responding to a comment abuut Soviet involvement 
in Angola, Arbatov observed blandly that differences 
between Moscow and Washington would inevitably arise, 
but argued that these problems should not prevent 
progress in other areas. 
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Arbatov's views, frequently and freely conveyed 
to Americans, are often plainly self-serving, intended 
by warning or cajolory to influence US percoptions in 
ways favorable to Soviet policy. He apparently en- 
joys Brezhnov's confidence as a substantive expert, 
however, and is evidently attuned to the mood in Mos- 
cow.

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Yugoslavia-USSR: Official Talks 


The Yugoslav ministers of foreign affairs and 
of foreign trade are in Moscow to sign a long-range 
economic agreement and to make a first-hand assess~ 
tent of pra=Conyross politics in tho Soviet capital. 


The conclusion of a five yoar trade agreement 
for 1976-80 will probably be the public highlight 
of the visit, 


On tha political side, Foreign Minister Minic's 
talks=--possibly the final ones at this level bafore 
the CPSU congress meets in FPebruary~-promise to bea 
less rewarding. Belgrade clearly is not satisfied 
with recent Soviet denials of involvement with 
Cominformist subversives. The two countries are 
also deadlocked over conflicting goals in the long- 
postponed meaving of European Communist parties. 


Belgrade and Moscow both support the MPLA in 
Angola, but their stands on the last Sinai accords 
aro in conflict and could cause trouble. Similarly, 
Minic could face Soviat displeasuroe over tha Yugo- 
Slav premier's precedont-setting visit to China 
this fall. 


Yugoslav media are playing several tunes on 
the Minic visit. For the benefit of the West, the 
press is insisting that relations with the Soviets 
are more or less normal--and thus not susceptible 
to third party manipulation. A commentary broad-= 
cast to Moscow last week, however, reasserted Bel- 
grade's nonaligned principles, including its con-

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Bulgaria Protests Yugoslav Allegations 
on Macedonian Lssua

Sofia has xoportedly made a formal protast to 
Belgrade about Yugoslav propaganda claims that Bul- 
garia has used torrorism to suppress its Macedonians. 
Despite the protast, Yugoslav media ara again step= 
ping up tha puce of anti-Bulgarian commontary. 


Accordiny to press reports, the Yuyoslav ambas~ 
sador in Sofia was summoned to tho Foreign Ministry 
last month to receive the protest. The Bulgarians 
reportedly deeriod allegations that Sofia had ar- 


rested numorous Macedonians and had deported tham 
to camps in the north feed 
Neither side has publicly referred to tha pro : 
The Yugoslav media have nevertheless continued 
to repeat and even embellish these same allegations 
in the wake of the Bulgarian census last week. The 
latest commentary flatly states there was no cate- 
gory for Macedonians, and notes the survey only 


served Sofia's political purposes by proclaiming 
that Macedonians are ethnic Bulyarians. 


The latest developments in the long-standing 
dispute shatter the climate of uneasy calm that 
lasted barely two weeks after Bulgarian Foreign 5X1 
Minister Mladenov visited Belgrade Last month. 
Mladenov and his Yugoslav counterpart, Milos Minic, 
reportedly discnssed the issue of Belgrade's in- 
flammatory polemics, but were unable to agr on 
muzzling Belgrade's outspoken nationalists. 
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Romania and the Arabs 


Romania's pursuit of a balaneed policy in the 
Middle Kast--maintaining relations with both Israel 
and the principal Arab antayonists=--continues to 
causa problems between Bucharest and some of the 
more militant Arab states. The US embassy in Romania 
has provided a wrap-up of the current difficulties 
Bucharest faces, 


The Arabs are annoyed with the large volume of 
business the Romanian national airline (TAROM) does 
with Israel. Romania's repeated refusal to answer 
Arab queries about its air service to Tel Aviv or 
about how many Jews it is allowing to emigrate ap= 
parently led to the current Arab boycott of TAROM. 
More recently, Romania was absent whon the UN voted 
on the *nti-Zionism resolution, and Libya reacted by 
refusing landing rights to a TAROM plane. An Egyp- 
tian official in Bucharest labeled this action par- 
ticularly "dirty" because Tripoli had "bullied" Ro- 
mania into setting up the air route in the first 
place. Tho Egyptian did suggest, however, that if 
Romania made some concession, such as discontinuing 
TAROM's passenger pooling arrangement with El Al, 
the situation migut improve. 


Romania's relations with Israel have blocked 
Bucharest's attempts to improve relations with Kuwatt 
and the Persian Gulf states. Earlier, Kuwait had 
floated a signed prospectus for a $100-million luan 
to Romania on condition that the Kuwaiti parliament 
ratify the Romanian-Kuwait trade protocol. Ceausescu 
was apparently anxious for the loan to go through in 
ordes<¢ to demonstrate that he is getting something in 
return for recent Romanian aid credits and tho dis- 
play by Bucharest of some sympathy for the Arab cause. 
Failure of the trade protocol to pass the Kuwaiti par- 
liament not only killed the loan, but also caused 
Ceausescu to scrub his late November visit to Kuwait. 
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Hucharest has also had its problems with Algiers, 
which has been unsympathetic to Romanian attempts to 
gain observer status in the nonaligned movetment. Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Oaneea's visit to Algiers from No= 
vember 26 to 28 was, in part, designed to gain Alye~ 
rian support for Bucharest's overtures for aditission 
to the nonaligned summit in Colombo next suniner. 


beputy Foreign Minister Pacoste reportedly will 
set off soon on 4 tour of several Arab countries in 
search of "oil and money." Pacoste's itinerary has 
not been announced, but the cancellation of Ceau-
